A LETTER  FROM  OUR  WAAC 

Dear  "FCA" 

It  is  really  cold  up  here  but  we  have  very 
vrarm  clothing  and  our  barracks  are  y/arm. 
The  first  day  we  yrere  all  issued  service 
men's  overcoats,  Imitted  caps,  mittens  and 
galoshes.  The  coats  wexe  of  all  sizes  and 
mine  hit  me  just  above  my  galoshes.  Rone 
of  us  cared  though  as  they  were  protection 
against  this  Iowa  wind.  (Don’t  think  K.C. 
is  the  only  -windy  place.)  New  most  of  us 
have  cur  un.iforms  and  we  all  think  we  look 
p.i*etty  nice. 


I am  in  a small  room  with  four  other  girls 
and  none  of  us  snores,  Ifost  of  the  girls 
are  awfully  nice  and  all  of  the  officers  I 
have  seen  are  just  grand.  Ihey  are  very 
understanding  and  don't  expect  too  much 
right  at  first. 

Last  week  we  learned  something  about  army 
discipline,  regulations,  etc.  I like  drill 
fine  and  have  gotten  a kick  out  of  salut- 
ing. It  all  seems  very  far  from  Kansas 
City  and  the  FCA. 

Nevertheless  I do  like  it.  Ihey  tell  us 
that  the  next  ? weeks  will  really  be  hard. 

I Today  we  haven't  had  much  to  do  except 
' clean  rp.  We  are  allov/ed  to  go  into  Les 
Moines  weekends  but  it  is  sc  cold  andmndy 
I don't  have  much  desire  to  go.  Also  I 
thought  it  ViTould  be  a good  time  to  v/rite 
some  letters. 

Each  company  has  a day  room  where  we  can 
go  when  not  busy.  There  is  a piano,  coca 
cola  machine,  magazines,  etc.  We  have 
some  very  fine  talent  in  our  company.  One 
girl  plays  very  well,  one  has  a ver^r  good 
voice  and  one  does  comic  numbers  like 
yodeling,  and  mountain  music. 

The  more  I see  of  army  life  the  less  I 
? thinly  I'll  ever  be  an  officer.  They  realty 
^work  hard  and  besides  I can't  yell  loud 
I enough.  The  noncoms  have  to  yell  too,  so 
I'll  probably  remain  an  auxiliary.  We 
have  had  several  aptitude  tests  and  lec- 
tures. Next  week  we  have  to  start  study- 
ing* 

It  is  almost  time  for  mess  now  so  I will 
have  to  stop  for  this  time.  I surely  am 
anxious  to  hear  from  you  all  and  get  all 
the  nesvs.
